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Consumer Fraud Refunds 
 

Purpose  

The Attorney General is charged with the enforcement of Iowa Code section 714.16, the Consumer Fraud 
Act.  The Consumer Fraud Refunds Account is primarily a holding account, with receipts disbursed to 
consumers who have been defrauded.  Authority for administration of the Account is in Iowa Code 
section 714.16(7). 
 

Funding 

Receipts to the Account vary significantly from year to year, depending on consumer fraud settlements 
and judgments.  Expenditures consist primarily of reimbursements to victims of consumer fraud.   
 

Reimbursements to the Office of the Attorney General 

Expenditures also include reimbursements to the Office of the Attorney General, and amounts vary from 
year to year. Reimbursements to the Office of the Attorney General cover costs associated with the 
enforcement of Iowa Code section 714.16.
